Though the strain on the Soup Kitchen has 
been very great, it is believed that by the: 
timely aid given many were prevented from 
applying for Parochial relief, 

The relief, for which the Com. 
mittee now appeal, consists as usual of coffee 
potatoes, and sugar, and is supplementary to 
the distribution of MotzosbytheS "nogogues, 
The Committee use their best endeavours to 
ascertain that it is only given to those who 
are in sore need.

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NOTES OF JHE WEEK, 


The position taken up by Mr. Claude G. Montefiore in the letter we 
publish in another column defending the Bristow Circular is scarcely logical. 
Mr. Montefiore in his ‘eagerness to defend the Church party on the 
School Board quite ignores the important fact that Christians are by no 
means united on the subject of that Circular. The views of Dr. 
Clifford, the eminent Baptist minister, and the Rev. Mr. Horton (who 
was Kxaminer of Divinity at Oxford), which we also publish, show that 
the agitation led by Mr. Athelstan Riley is the unwise movement of a sect of 
Christians only. It is an attempt with which we Jews should have no 
concern, did it not put an end to a compromise deliberately arriyed at— 
in the interests of the Church as well as of Nonconformity—by Parliament 
in 1870 which has worked well for a quarter of a century, and threaten 
to throw open the flood-gates of religious controversy, The forcing 
through the School Board, despite the protests of the important 
minority, of the Bristow circular has thrust upon the ratepayers of 
London a religious question which they are quite unfit to decide. Mr. 
Montefiore, to our knowledge, has been informed that he stands almost 
isolated, among members of the Jewish community, in the attitude he has 
taken. upon this question; and we deplore that he has felt compelled to 
advocate the cause he now pleads, the more because we should upon general 
considerations of personal fitness hail with great satisfaction the re-election 
of Mr.Montefiore to the membership of the London School Board.

Dr, Clifford, the well-known Baptist minister of Westbourne Park, has 
been prominently interesting himself in the religious education question at, 
the London School Board, Last Friday he addressed a remarkable utterance - 
on the subject to the Daily Chronicle. ‘* What,” he asks, ‘is this new 
dogma of the Trinity published by the authority of the theological majority 
of the London School Board? Is it not blankly tritheistic? Does not this 
freshly minted creed express in the most unguarded and unqualified way the 
idea that the Christian religion includes a belief in three Gods? Look at 
the words I have quoted. Can either child or grown man base any other 
conclusion upon them? Nota hint of the unity of God appears!’ When 
a distinguished Christian minister can pen such remarks as these, it shows 
that there is one party in the Church consistent enough to admit that a belief 
in the Trinity involves a belief in three Gods. That Dr. Clifford is anxious 
for the addition of the qualifying words ‘‘ yet they are not three Gods but one 
God” indicates that there is another body of Christians who, at heart, are opposed 
to the doctrine of the Trinity, and are on the high road to what must ulti- 
mately lead to Unitarianism. Jews can understand the Trinitarian stand- 
point, pure and simple ; what they cannot understand is the combination of 
two perfectly incompatible doctrines, with its resultant belief in a triune 
God. The Jewish belief is saved from such confusion of thought by insisting 
on the indivisibility of the Divine nature. Hence it is that we have never 
been split up into fractions on such questions. We hold the doctrine of the 
Unity of God in so pure and absolute a form, that there is no room for 
difference of opinion, 


The conclusion of the deliberations of the Commission of Rabbis in 
Russia which we reported last week, has been quickly followed by an 
announcement made on the authority of Reuter that measures are about tobe 
proposed by the Russian Government for improving the condition of the 
Jews. Such statements have heretofore been frequently circulated only to be

Montefiore, to our knowledge, has been informed that he stands almost 
isolated, among members of the Jewish community, in the attitude he has 
taken upon this question; and we deplore that he has felt compelled to 
advocate the cause he now pleads, the more because we should upon general 
considerations of personal fitness hail with great satisfaction the re-election 
of Mr.Montefiore to the membership of the London School Board. 

Dr. Clifford, the well-known Baptist minister of Westbourne Park, has 
been prominently interesting himself in the religious education question at 
the London School Board, Last Friday he addressed a remarkable utterance 

on the subject to the Daily Chronicle. ‘* What,’ he asks, “is this new 
dogma of the Trinity published by the authority of the theological majority 
of the London School Board? Is it not blankly tritheistic ? Does not this 
freshly minted creed express in the most unguarded and unqualified way the 
idea that the Christian religion includes a belief in three Gods? Look at 
the words I have quoted. Can either child or grown man base any other 
conclusion upon them? Nota hint of the unity of God appears!” When 
a distinguished Christian minister can pen such remarks as these, it shows 
that there is one party in the Church consistent enough to admit that a belief 
in the Trinity involves a belief in three Gods, That Dr. Clifford is anxious 
for the addition of the qualifying words ‘‘ yet they are not three Gods but one 
God” indicates that thereis another body of Christians who, at heart, are opposed 
to the doctrine of the Trinity, and are on the high road to what must ulti- 
mately lead to Unitarianism. Jews can understand the Trinitarian stand- 
point, pure and simple ; what they cannot understand is the combination of 
two perfectly incompatible doctrines, with its resultant belief in a triune 
God. The Jewish belief is saved from such confusion of thought by insisting 
on the indivisibility of the Divine nature. Hence it is that we have never 
been split up into fractions on such questions. We hold the doctrine of the 
Unity of God in so pure and absolute a form, that there is no room for 
difference of opinion. 


The conclusion of the deliberations of the Commission of Rabbis in 
Russia which we reported last week, has been quickly followed by an 
announcement made on the authority of Reuter that measures are about tobe 
proposed by the Russian Government for improving the condition of the 
Jews. Such statements have heretofore been frequently circulated only to be 
contradicted later on, arid it would be too much to assume that any more

becoming convinced that the solution of the Russo-Jewish question can only 
take place in Russia, and that humanity as well as self-interest demand a 
radieal.change of measures, if it is really intended to make the Jews useful 
aud honourable citizens. 
Some of the subjects submitted to the Commission for enquiry and 
report were of the highest interest for the future of Jewish communal life in 
Russia. Most important were the questions concerning the educational 
status of the Rabbis and the functions discharged by them, The Commission. 
we are glad to learn, had the wisdom to recommend the establishment of a 
State-subsidised Jews’ College, in which it would be compulsory for candi- 
dates to the ministry to graduate in a course of secular studies. Such an 
institution, if created, cannot fail in due time to have a marked effect in 
improving the moral tone of the vast Jewish communities in the Muscovite 
Empire. {723 v2, « Like people, like priest,” is a well-known and singularly 
true Hebraic maxim, amply verified by experience. The Russian Rabbi 13 
rarely a man of affairs, and hardly ever the active spirit, as he should be, in 
all social, religions and educational movements. Without gainsaying the 
necessity and valne of much that is taught in the Yeshiboth, it is essentially 
a one-sided knowledge, and does not equip a man with the qualities which a 
wider and more liberal education instils, and by which his horizon of men 
and things becomes broadened out. There are however great potential 
opportunities for Russian Rabbis if only they were not handicapped by 
irritating disabilities, for they compare immeasurably in moral and intellectual 
endowments with the average local “ pope.” The first step in raising the social 
status in Russia will have been taken when the recommendations of the 
Commission both in respect to this and other matters have been adopted and 
carried out by the Government. 


In the new Report of the Board of Guardians—which will be 
formally presented for adoption at the Annual Meeting on Sunday 
next—are many pages ot great and painful interest. But one of 
the appendices is very cheering and agreeable reading. It is headed : 
“The following are a few of the cases which appear to have 
already produced successful results.” Next comes a list of unfortunate 
people who have by the-timely assistance of the Board been restored to 
the exercise of the sweetest right of man, that of earning his own livelihood. 
A chemical dyer came to England and walked the streets for seven weeks with a 
written letter stating that he required work. He was put through a course 
of practical leather-dyeing, attended the Board’s Evening Classes to learn 
English, and is now a foreman at a large factory in Bermondsey, earning £3 
a week, He has voluntarily repaid to the Committee the £3 10s. which was 
granted to him as temporary relief pending employment being found for him. 
Mr. I’. N. Joseph vouches for these details. A slipper-maker with a wife 
and five children earned only nine shillings a week when in full work to 
support them all. A more desirable situation was found for him, 
anid now he has left that “to better himself,” and has sueceeded. 
A boy capmaker has been removed from a sweater’s den, where his health 
was suffering, toa workshop where his wages are 12s. a week. A respectable 
man who had been four months out of work, earning by odd jobs five 
shillings a week, has obtained, through the Employment Bureau, regular 
employment which he has now held for a year at from 25s, to 30s. a week. 
These are a few examples of the eloquent facts by which the Russo- 


Jewish and Jewish Board of Guardians Conjoint Committee justifies its 
existence. 


The report of the first Jewish Training College in the East (which 
owes its foundation to the instrumentality of the Rev. Dr. Léwy) will be 
read in our columns to-day, with the greatest interest by all who are con- 
cerned in the spread of enlightenment in Oriental countries. Such an 
Institution as the Seminary at Adrianople, which comprises in its scheme 
of work all the subjects calculated to qualify the future teachers and guides 
of the young and old for their numerous voeations, will be of immense 
importance, in its far-reaching results. It would be invaluable, if only for 
the fact that its graduates are well-fitted by their training to combat the 
ignorance, and superstition, which characterize the various grades amongst 
Turkish Jews. It augurs well for the success of the Seminary that the 
students are not merely provided with a thorough Jewish training, but that 
they are enabled to pass through the higher schools and are thus fitted to 
take their places amongst those who, like themselves, have en joyed the best 
education which the country affords. This first step in the right direction 
justifies the hope that similar institutions will in the course of time be 
established in those cities of the East, where education and consequent 

enlightenment are at the present time conspicuous only by their absence,

1856, the year in which Mr. Thomas Spurgeon was born, his father attended 
at the Great Synagogue, and conversed with the late Chief Rabbi. THe syb. 
sequently published an account of his visit, which would have been admirable 
had it not been marred by one fault. It embodied the expression of a futile 
hope “ that the Church of Jesus will arouse itself to a more determined effort 
for the conversion of this ancient race.” His eloquent denunciation of the 
persecutions of our coreligionists in Russia will not yet have faded fronr the 
memory of our readers, 

The Jewish Quarterly Review for April contains several highly 
interesting articles on subjects which appeal to readers of various tastes, 
Though the popular clement is not altogether absent, the scholarly by far 
preponderates. The number opens with a first instalment of “ Some 
Aspects of Rabbinic Theology” by Mr. 8. Schechter (a name which we haye 
come to identify with thoroughness and honesty) who at the outset ayows 
that his object in choosing a title borrowed from Professor Butcher was to 
indicate that from this series of articles which he will contribute on the 
subject neither finality nor completeness must be expected. In. fact, he sets 
himself the task of showing what difficulties lie in the way of arriving at a 
definite conclusion. Ile derives his material from Talmudie and Midrashic 
works and the older Jewish Liturgy, and states that we are almost entirely 
deprived of any real contemporary evidence from the most important period 
in the history of Rabbinic theology, viz., the period before the compilation of 
the present Mishnah. Adapting the words of an IEinglish writer, Mr. 
Schechter holds that ‘the old Rabbis seem to have thought that the true 
health of a religion is to have a theology without being aware of it; and 
thus they hardly ever made—nor could they make—any attempt toward: 
working their theology into a formal system, or giving us a full exposition 
of it. With God as a reality, Revelation as a fact, and the hope of Redemp- 
tion as a most vivid expectation, they felt no need for formulating their 
dogmas into acreed.” The expression ** Aspects” ealls forth the state- 
ments that Judaism does not claim the gift of infallibility for its teachers, 
that it does not justify its existence by the shortcomings of any of the 
other great creeds of the civilised world, and that it need not attack them, 
though occasionally it has been compelled to protect itself against the 
destructive attitude of other creeds, In another part of this introductory 
article, Mr. Schechter refers to this polemic tendency on the part of the 
Rabbis against the Christian sects, who, laying too much stress on the 
corporeal terms in the Bible not only humanised the Deity, but even insisted 
on deifying man. By apt quotations from the Bible and the Liturgy, Mr. 
Schechter clearly distinguishes between God being “far” and His being 
“remote,” and contends that, however eager the Rabbis were to establish 
the communion between God and the world, they were always on their guard 
not to permit him to be lost in the world or to be confused with man. . The 
article, full of suggestiveness, is bound to increase in interest as it proceeds. 


Mr. Schechter’s article is followed by Mr. Claude Montefiore’s “ First 
Impressions of Paul.” It is impossible to give anything like an adequate 
idea of this remarkable article within the narrow limits of a note, dealing % 
it does with certain thoughts which have struck the writer concerning the 
teaching of Panl. To him the Epistles of Paul seem so unique, and Pauls 
“conception of the Law, his theory of Christ, his views about Israel, his 
doctrine of justification, seem not only original, but utterly strange and 
unexpected. His break with the past is violent.” The differences of views 
between Paul and Jesus are great. Paul rarely alludes to the teaching of 
Jesus as such. Mr. Montefiore gives in his article a survey of the various 
elements and aspects of Paul's religion; and in order to obtain a prope! 
insight into his views and conclusions, one must read or study the article 
line by line. Mr. Montefiore says towards the end of his article: “ Pau! 
zeal for righteousness and holy living is essentially Jewish, . «. » There 
is a unity in his ethies, the virtues hang together. . . . Nor can We 
forget that the great Apostle of Faith has yet placed faith below love.” 


The article by Dr. David Rosin, of Breslau, on the Mnemonic Formule 


in Hebrew, will come as a sort of revelation to many a student of Hebrew 


language and literature. Some of the formule are curious and highly 


ingenious, and however pleasant and attractive the compilation of such 4 
number of scattered points must have proved to the author, there must have 
been involved in the work much labour spread over many years of patient 
research. A debt of gratitude is due to the learned author for this interesting 
production, Mr, Israel Abrahams has this time left more abstruse subjects 
and treated in a popular manner a most fascinating theme. “J oseph Zabare 


formed the subject of a lecture given by 2 
lege Literary Society, and a report of the lectu 
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entitled “ The Russian Jews: Extermination or Emancipation.” 
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appeared in our columns at the time. It is here reprinted 
in its full form, and will, doubtless, be regarded as a 
“hook of delight” by the many who admire the subject-matter and style 
identified with the name of Mr. Abrahams. A gratifying feature of this 
number is the contribution made by a lady, Miss Bella Lowy, already well- 
known by her English translation and adaptation of the History of 
Professor Gractz, It is a well-prepared digest of the most valuable and 
succinct account of the Jews of Russia by M. Leo Erréra, of Brussels, 
Miss 
Liwy’s services in this field should receive due appreciation. The Review 
concludes with several valuable Critical Notices, Notes and Discussions con- 
tributed by Professor Cheyne, Dr. Blau, Dr. Neubauer and others.

THE JEWS AND THE HOUSE OF LORDS. 


Sie,—By far the greater part of the lettersin your last issue does not touch 
the point which I endeavoured to raise, but which, perhaps, Idid not make sufli- 
ciently clear. I need not therefore reply to them. Everyone recognises the 
right of Jow, Catholic, or other Dissenter to vote as he pleases, regardless of 
the fact that his religious liberty has been given to him by one of the two domi- 
nant parties in the State, and in spite of the other. 

The Party that enfranchised the Jews and other Nonconformists did so as 
a matter of pure justice, It expected neither reward nor gratitude, 

My simple pointis, thatit is selfish on the part of those who have obtained 
tneir rights through the only Party which could and did give them, to prevent 
that same Party from giving equally important rights to others. 

The poorer Jews have remained true to the Liberal Party, The richer 
Jows, asa body, have not; therefore they must have some reason for joining 
the Party which in the past did its best to withhhold their rights, and is now 
doing its best to withhold the rights of others. 

i contend that these richer Jews, having nothing more to gain from the 
Liberal Party, the Party of the People, ignore now the position of those who 
are less fortunate, and are trying to obtain through the Tory Party, the 
party of the classes, the entry into what is called Society. 

I recommend to all Jews both rich and poor, the following quotations 
from speeches made inthe House of Lords in 1858. Oa the motion that the 
“Jews Bill” beread a second time this day six months:—Lord Berners said 
“that the conclusion at which he had arrived was, that if one Jew were 
admitted to sit as a Member of the Legislature, neither their Lordships’ House 
nor the Monarchy would be longer safe.” 

The Bishop of Oxford said “ that a man repudiating .Christ must in the 
whole tone of his thoughts .... beso at variance with the sacred principles 
of the entire Christian Community, that he could not safely be trusted with a 
discretionary power in making laws for the community.”

viewed party which forced. from the hands of a reluctant aristocracy that 
measure of liberty which we nowenjoy? ‘lo fight at every turn the party 
which is desirous.of further extending to all subjects of this great empire 
measures of beneficent reform ? 

Is it politic to show that we, of all people, having our own needs satisfied, 
have ceased to regard the ills of those who still suifer. What a lesson it is, too, 
to other rulers in other lands that we Jews care so little for liberty, that we do 
all that in us lies wherever we have power to prevent its extension to others. 

There is little hope that the Lords will change their attitude except when 
forced to retire by the power of a popular outcry. Witness their opposition to 
the Burials Act: Does it not seem revolting to us that any religious denomina- 
tion should be denied the right of having their own religious service read over 
their dead, Yet this was a tmneasure of elementary justice refused by the Lords 
not 5 but 10 years ago. 

_ Can Mr, Simon be serious in thinking that in the face of such facts, religious 
intolerance exists only under the Radical wing? If it is so, then I can but 
recommend him a thoughtful perusal of the speeches in the Lords on the Parish 
Councils Bill, and he will find that our Lords, Spiritual and ‘Temporal, insisted 
that the inhabitants of our villages should meet in Council at the public-house, 
rather than desecrate with their affairs the Ohurch’s Schools. _ The * people’s 
representatives’ fortunately made short work of such contemptible intolerance, 
.. The leading article in your last issue bears witness to the fact that there is 
stilla battle to be fought for religious freedom in England, and one sees with 
delight the broad and lhberal spirit in which the organ of the Jewish community 
discusses the recent intolerant attitude of the London School Board. _ 

Here, again, we have evidence of the spirit in which the Conservatives and

For is this, Sir, the vaunted enlightenment of the Jew that he describes the 
attempts of those who desire to maintain their own religion among their own 
community as “wretched squabbles about unintelligible dogmas?” By the 
very value which I,as a Jew, set me my Unitarian dogma, by the very 
— of the religious difference which separates me from my Trinitarian 
ellow-citizen, do I appreciate the value which Ac sets upon his Trinitarian 
dogma, and realise the difference which separates him religiously from his 
Unitarian fellow, “ Unintelligible dogmas” forsooth? Is not that which is 
unintelligible to one man intelligible to another? The “simple creed” of the 
Jew? But go a little further down the scale of religious incredulity, and 
there are those to whom many a dogma in that “simple creed” will deem just 
as unintelligible as the dogmas of Christianity to the Jew. The adage of 
the ~ and kettle seems never to lose its force and oe at 

am not —— or concerned to defend the Bristow circular. But the 
very worst possible objection to it is that which is taken up, alas, not by an 
isolated “ correspondent ” any longer, but by the Jewish Chronicle itself. The 
circular is objectionable not because it is educationally a mistake, not even 
because it attempts to define distinctly and positively what had better be 
indicated negatively and generally, but first and foremost because it is “a 
declaration of war against Unitarianism,.” That is to say, the Jews are not to 
support any candidates who will attempt to secure that thoss dogmas of 
Christianity which are common to the entire Christian world excepting a very 
small, though highly respectable, minority, should be taught in the Board Schools 
of London. This is to my mind an illegitimate contention. In their private 
capacity Jews have ever been willing to help the religious needs of their Christian 
fellow-parishioners, and what in this respect we do individually, we should 
be willing to do corporately. If the Unitarian may not help to secure the just 
rights of the Trinitarian, or the Trinitarian the just rights of the Unitarian, 
the whole principle of state-aided Denominational Schools is impsrilled; there 
should then be Board Schools only, and in those Board Schools, if the religious 
teaching must never contravene or go beyond the views of a small and 
scattered minority, there must be (excuse the bull) no religious teaching 
whatever, 

If it were true, which I do not for a moment believe, that “there are 
thousands of teachers who, though professing Christians, and even professing 
Churchmen, have no belief in, and refuse to teach, the dogmas of Christianity,” 
if this, I say, were true, the attitude of the Church party would indeed be 
justified. What! the New Testament is to be read, and lessons from the 
Gospels are to be given by men who “ have no belief in, and refuse to teach, the 
dogmas of Christianity.” I do not for a moment believe that this disbelief in the 
dogmas of Christianity exists among the teachers, I believe,on the contrary, 
that the agitation has been unnecessary, just because the teaching has not beea 
of a kind which any sensible Trinitarian would object to, But if what the 
Chronicle alleges were true, of what nature would New Testament lessons given 
by such men almost inevitably be ? Why, obviously, they would be definitely 
Unitarian. And in that case overy honest and earnest Trinitarian who values 
his dogmas as keenly as the small Unitarian minority (whether Jewish or 
Christian) value theirs, would very rightly be up in arms, 

I will not now enter upon the orp whether the circular does, or does 
not, impose a test upon teachers. I will only say this. I cannot for my own 
part believe that “ Lessons from the Gospel according to St. John” can be 
given without some bias either in a direction towards, or in a direction oppo3ed 
to, the dogma of Christ’s divinity. If that premiss be correct, two courses 
are open, Either you must say: So long as the teacher is himself 
religious it does not make any difference with which bias he teaches. 
Or you must say: He is to teach either with one bias or the other. 
The former course seems delightfully “ broad,” “liberal,” “sensible,” etc.; the 
latter seems more like the view of men who care greatly one way or the other. 
Even Unitarians (bound by “common sense” to admit their own minority) 
would not urge that the bias (if there is to be one) should be distinctly Unitarian. 
The alternative, therefore, lies between, ‘‘ Teach as you please,” or an enjoined 
bias towards the dogma of thedivinity. Isitilliberal or irreligious if those who 
(a) assume that the men who call themselves Christians are Christians, so that con- 
sequently professed Unitarians are a very tiny minority, and who (?) care greatly 
for the dogmas of their religion, should desire to accept and establish the second 
alternative ? By what means or methods this alternative is to be secured is 
another matter. A negative guarantee would, in my opinion, be amply sufficient, 
And, at all events, the Jewish Chronicle leader is bound to admit that the very 
circular itself tells the teachers that “they will be relieved from the duty of 
teaching those dogmas, if contrary to their conscience, and that they will not 
be prejudiced in their position or their chances of advancement.” ; 

In conclusion, I venture to assert that to characterise the present dispute at 
the Board as a “struggle for religious liberty,” meaning by that expression that 
the one side is (religiously) wholly right, and the other side wholly wrong, is to 
throw dust in the eyes of the Jewish elector. If the Church party were merely 
concerned to maintain Christian teaching in those schools where Caristians 
form the overwhelming majority of the children (i¢.,in ail the schools except 
about a dozen), it would be comparatively easy to champion and promote their 
cause. Unfortunately, it is, I believe, only too true that some of them have so 
identified themselves with a mistaken policy of cheeseparing and starvation as 
to run the risk of a defeat which for religious reasons alone they can scarcely ba 
said to deserve,

Srr,—To the practical teacher the emphatic opinions expressed in your last 
issue on the recent circular of the School Board cannot b2 otherwise than satis- 
factory. Indeed, those who are in the thick of the work of our elemantary 
schools, who know, as far as it is possible to know, the child mind—its subjection 
to impressions rather than to arr logical reasoning on morality and 
religion—have for the most part been convinced that all the resent pother has 
arisen from the combatants’ ignorance of practical teaching. Those of us who 
from our religious convictions have been compelled, or who from inclination had 
determined to follow the debates.at the Victoria Embankment Parliament, have 
long since concluded that the word “ justice ’’ has been misunderstood and mis-

So far I have endeavoured to keep the interests of the teacher out of sight.

A few weeks agolI applied for a 
position in a Board School, not in the East End, Another was elected. Shortly 
afterwards I mentioned the fact to a member of the School Board. “ Oh yes, 
he said “you had better confine yourself to the Jewish schools, No Head 
Master would submit to the inconvenience of a class without a teacher during 
one hour of the day.” Subsequently I spoke to several good friends of mine 
among the Head Masters. ‘They were all liberal-minded men, but each of them 
told me that unless I could teach the Old Testament as merely leading up to 
the New, that is, in accordance with the new circular, it would be exceedingly 
inconvenient for any Head Master. This difficulty has, of course, to be met at 

resent in the case of some Agnostic teachers. There are not many of these 
oaenas, and consequently the difficulty is not great. If Jews and Unitarians 
are also to be added to the number there certainly must arise considerable 
opposition on the part of Head Masters. Will not this constitute a test ? Again, 
it would be illogical and impractical to place in the position of a Head Master 
a man, who would quite conscientiously endeavour to make the circular as 
broad and as liberal as possible, What chance, then, would a Jew or a liberal 
Nonconformist have of a Head Mastership? Is not this also a test? The 
Association of Board School Teachers consider that the circular institutes 
a most severe and most baneful test and they of all people should know, 

Sir, I could point out many more points of contact of the teacher’s con- 
science with the formulas of the Clerical Party and of his interests with the 
working of the circular. In order not to prolong this unduly, I will beg leave 
to intervene at a more fitting opportunity when other points at issue are

MONEY LENDERS AND SYNAGOGUE HONOURS, 

Sir,—The letter signed M. L. Dight, in last week’s Jewish Chronicle, seeks 
to whitewash the miserable calling of the money-lender and usurer by stating 
that “the law of the land recognises the business by Act of larliament, and 
regulates the same by deeds, bonds, &c.” The “ Usury laws,” it is true, have 
been repealed ; but the law does not regulate the business of usury by deeds, 
bonds, &c.,. although deeds, bonds, &c., are employed by usurers in the 
condact of their transactions. He also observes that if the proposal 
of “ Vigilans” to prevent usurers serving on Synagogue Committees were 
carried out, “ many good men would be excluded, and the congregations would 
suffer proportionately.” During the long period in which I practised at the 
Bar, i eblaiaed considerable experience of the people who engage in this 
nefarious calling, and I have no hesitation whatever in declaring them to be pests 
of society, whether their religious profession be Jewish or Christian. Iam glad 
to say that the worst specimens that I have seen, both at the Bar and before 4 
Select Committee of the House of Commons on which I served, were not persons 
of the Jewish profession. Those that do belong to the Jewish community 
are only fit to be likened to the lepers of old, and should be treated accordingly. 
There is no more common method of attempting to justify evil than to say that 
it is not against the law of the land. It is within my experience that some 
of the most infamous usurers are so careful of their own protection that they 
manage to evade the law and to escape criminal punishment, Your ante 
pondent must know that a sinful and scandalous life may be mange 
without the hindering influence of the criminal law. The law ° 
the land and the moral law are not necessarily identical. - The 
former does not always embrace the latter. The money-lender is the 
cause of the greatest evils both to the poor and to the rich. He oppresses the 
one and he ruins the other. We Jews are not only justified in ostracising such 
miscreants, but it is due to the honour of our race and of our religion that we 
should denounce them. ‘To permit them to occupy any place in the government 
of our communal affairs is nothing short of a scandal to the Committee which 
tolerates their presence. Their offerings ought to be refused with scorn, for 
they are the offerings of an ill-gotten wealth. In the fifteenth Psalm, among 
the types of men who are acceptable to God, are “He that putteth not out his 
money to usury,” and also he “in whose eyes a vile person is contemned. 
What, then, can be said of any congregation which deliberately elects a usuret 
to manage its affairs ? |

THE BOARD SCHOOL RELIGION CLASSES, 


Sir,—The necessity of giving Jewish children some knowledge of Hebrew, 
and of their religion seems to bs now admitted on all sides. It is felt that if 
the rising generation are to be Agnostics, or even Deists only, there will be little 


call for the big synagogues of the future, and perhaps still less for the ministers | 


of.to-day. Bearing this in mind, it may be worth while considering why the 
Jewish Association for the Diffusion of Religious Knowledge has been so 
unfortunate with the Religion Classes. It is noticeable that none of the 
speakers at the general meeting on the 13th inst., mentioned any fault in the 
system itself, or in the management of these Classes, yet the utter failure to 
awaken the sympathy of the community, to secure the confidence and support 
of the parents must have other reasons than the long title of the Association 
or the invention of a monster prize-giving function. 

The first, and evidently the only, object of the Association Ciasses is to 
give instruction to the children of the working and poorer classes who attend 
some few of the East End Board Schools ; all other children belonging to 


the well-to-do classes, or who may not live in that district are beyond its | 


consideration. 


The very appeal of the Association is made as though it were a charity and 


that the parents of the children they try to train required this assistance, but 
it is notorious that, except those taught at the Castle Street School, two-thirds 
of the children attending these Classes, indeed, I may say all, whose parents 
eare for their religious education, are taught this in other places and by other 
means. 

{f the community is to be interested, the matter is important enough and 
sufficiently urgent to be made a communal affair, in which the religious 
interests of all Jewish. children should be considered and, as far as possible 
satisfied. ‘There is-no valid reason why the United Synagogue should not join 
with the Federation of Synagogues, the Sephardim and the Berkeley Street 
Synagogue, in forming an influential Committee with a very strong man at 
its head to arrange and supervise the religious training of all our children. 

They are equally interested and it might be a first bond of union to unite 
these sections for communal affairs and, therefore, much to be desired. 

The appointment of managers, who rarely, if ever, attend to their duties, 
by ministers, who like the false proves of old, only speak smooth things, and 
do not rebuke and make public, as they should, the utter failure of these 
Classes to perform what they are supposed to promise, namely, to give the 
children who attend them, and have no other tuition in this subject, a fair 
knowledge of Hebrew and the Jewish religion, and the exclusion of the parents 
from any voice, or the expression of any wish as to their children’s religious 
education, will account for the indifference shown by them as to the future 
existence of these Classes. Very many do not hesitate to pay a shilling per 
week to have each child taught Hebrew. Why, if you can satisfy them in this 
respect should they not pay some portion, at least, into the coffers of the 
Association and so end the financial troubles ? 

Why then should we contribute to what is mockery, delusion and snare, 
servis only to deaden the conscience of the indifferent parent, and in our own 
individual cases serving no purpose whatever. 

I regret having to write so strongly on this subject, but it is time some 
effort at plain speaking was made. I have seen how greatly the children suffer 
in every way, their health, energies and intellect affected by the want of any 
system and the overwork entailed in giving them instruction in Judaism. 

This can, and will be, remedied when our community recognises that it is as 
much our duty to provide efficient religious teaching for the children with us, 
as it is to have synagogues in which to worship, or men to chant and preach 
in them. ‘To help on this good work is my only apology, I hope it is 
sufficient.

THE JEWS IN RUSSIA. 


[FROM A OORRESPONDENT. | 
Opessa, 18TuH Marca, 1894. 


I bave to report good news to those of our coreligionists who are visiting 
the Russian Empire on business matters. The various Rusian Consulates 
abroad have sent in to the Ministry of the Interior complaints received by them 
from foreign Jews visiting Russia to the effect that many local police authorities, 
notwithstanding the production by those Jews of their national passports 
bearing the visas obtained at the Russian Embassies or Consulates abroad, 
order their owners to quit Russia long before the expiration of the time fixed 
for their sojurn in Russia by taese passports or refuse them that sojoura 
altogether. On inquiry by the Ministry into the reasons of such steps on the 
a of the police, it appears that the locil authorities demand from the foreign 

ews in question the production of proofs that they have obtained a special 
permission to visit Russia from the Ministry of the Bot tall while the absence 
of such proofs causes the compulsory return of such Jews across the frontier. 
In consequence of this the Minister of the Interior has recently addressed a 
circular note to the Governors asking them to explain to their officials that 
the Embassies, diplomatic missions, and Consulates have the right to visa 
passports for entering the Russian Empire to certain categories of Jews, at 
their own discretion, without applying first to the Ministry of the Interior for 
special permission to grant such visas. At the same time, the Ministerial note 
proceeds to explain, there is no ground for demanding the production of a 
proof from Jews whose entering Russia was made conditional on obtaining 
a special permission from the Ministry of the Interior, for in such cases the 
ministerial permission is communicated immediately to the Consuls who, while 
informing the Ministry of each passport thus certified by them, are not obliged 
to state in that passport how the visa was granted, i... by special permission or 
at the Consuls’ own discretion, 


(THROUGH REUTER’S AGENCY. | 
Sr. PETERSBURG, MaRcH 25. 

It is stated in official quarters that the Minister of the Interior proposes 
shortly to introduce several administrative measures for improving to a certain 
extent the position of the Jews in Russia. 

Str. PETerspurG, Marca 19rn.—In consequence of numerous complaints 
from foreign Jews who have been expelled and otherwise molested in the course 
of their business visits to Russia by the local police, the Minister of the Interior 
has made known through the provincial governors to all local authorities that 
foreign Jewish subjects of this category, who come to Russia with the proper 
visées and seals of Kussian diplomatic and consular officers on their passports, 
must not be interfered with during the term of residence allotted to them by 
the endorsements on such passports. The special permission of the Minister 
for Home Affairs in such cases is no longer necessary. This isa small concession 
to European civilisation which Russia obstinately refused to make three or four 
years ago, when public opinion was up in arms against the Russian anti-Semitic 
movement. 

It is also now permitted to the Central Asiatic Jews of Khiva and Bokhara 
to become Russian subjects and tocarry on business in the province of Orenburg 
with the two khanates just mentioned. If they travel into any other province 


| of Russia they become subject to the same disabilities and require the same 


special permission as other Jews. Unless furnished with a passport endorsed 
by a Russian diplomatic agent in the khanates referred to, the Central Asiatic 


Jew can only travel into other provinces, except that of Orenburg, by special 


rmission of the Home Minister, obtained through the Governors-General of 

urkestan and Transcaspia or the Governor of Orenburg. If he wishes to join 
a commercial guild, he must acquire the joint permission of the Ministers of the 
Interior, of Finance, and of Foreign Affairs, ee the last few years 
Bokhara has become overcrowded with Jews, owing to the fact that they are 
far better treated there than in Russia, which is a strange commentary on 
Russia's civilising mission in Central Asia, and also on account of the large 
numbers whom the Russian authorities have driven into the Khanate by 
expelling them from all the surrounding Russian territory. Bokhara has, in 
fact, become the refuge of the Central Asiatic Jews against Russian ill- 
treatment, 

Since the brilliant inauguration of the newsynagogue in St. Petersburg a 
short time ago, which to the surprise of everybody was attended by a number 
of the highest officials in full uniform, a notion has sprung up that the Jewish 
community now breathes more freely. But I hear that the authorities have 
closed all the other small synagogues or meeting-places in the city, and that the 
number of Jews residing in the vicinity of sheir new and officially recoguised 
place of worship is rapidly increasing. rs 

A strange case is reported of a Jew ab Voronezh, who has petitioned the 
Minister of the Interior against the conduct of the Rabbi of that district, who 
refuses to register the birth of the complainant’s son because the father, 
foilowing the ideas of what appears to be some new Hebrew sect, objects to the 
rite of circumcision.—7Zimes, 


The Jews domiciled in the governments of Saratoff and Astrachan, who aro 
under police orders to migrate within the “ pale,” or leave Russia during the 
current year, have petitioned the Ministry of the Interior for a prolongation of 
the time of grace. Their prayer is supported by many influential and authbori- 
tative Russians, who point out that the extensive naphtha and fish industries and 
other branches of Volga trade will suffer by the exclusion of the Jews, through 
whom the Volga industries are extended to Germany, Bulgaria, Roumania, and 
South Eastern Europe generally. Nevertheless, it is extremely improbable that

THE FUNERAL OF MR. JAOOB ISRAEL, 


‘ 
FROM OUR BERLIN CORRESPONDENT, | 

The funeral of the late Commerzienrath Jacob Israel, which took place last 
Friday afternoon, testified to the great popularity enjoyed by the deceased in all 
circles of Berlin, and how deeply his loss was mourned. He was not only esteemed 
for his commercial integrity and ability, but also for his philanthropy, for he was 
ever ready to help the poor and aid the orphan. 

Deputations from the Baruch Auerbach and the Reichenheim Orphan Asylums, 
from the Chamber of Commerce, the Mercantile Aid Society, the Society 
for Young Clerks, &c., were present. 

The Alliance Isra¢lite was represented by Sanititsrath Dr. Neumann, the 
Municipal Council of Berlin by several Aldermen, and the Jewish community by 
several distinguished members. 

The coffin, covered with a profusion of flowers, rested on a bier in his resi- 
dence, 7, Koniggraetzer Str. After the choir of the synagogue had sung, Rabbiner 
Dr, Ungerleider delivered an impressive address. He said that in Jacob Israel the 
orphans had lost a father, the poor of Berlin one of their most noble benefactors. 
The deceased never forgot his humble origin, from which by his own diligence he 
had raised himself. He was ever severe to himself and loving towards his 
fellow-citizens irrespective of creed. 

After the singing of another dirge, the funeral procession wended its way, 
the apprentices and junior clerks of the firm carrying the wreaths and floral 
offerings behind the hearse, followed by 41 funeral carriages, which . proceeded 
slowly down the Linden, past the business premises of the deceased (which were 
draped in black), to the Cemetery in the Schénhauser Allée, where his mortal 
remains were laid to rest in the family vault. Although, owing to the day being 
Good Friday, there was but little traffic, the concourse of sympathetic spectators 


was so great, that a large contingent of police, mounted and on foot, was required 
in order to keep the streets clear. 


THE Proposep JEWisH CEMETERY AT HENDON.—On Thursday, the 22nd, 
Dr. Hoffman, one of the Local Government Board Inspectors, held an inquiry 
at the Local Board offices, Hendon, relative toan application made to the Home 
Ottice by the congregation of the West London Synagogue, Upper Berkeley- 
street, for power to acquire 16 acres of land at Golders-green, Hendon, for the 
purpose of a Jewish Cemetery.—-The inquiry evoked considerable interest in 
the place. Mr. H.G. Lousada and Mr. Poole supported the application. Mr. 
Lousada, in the course of his opening address, said that the present ground of 
this congregation was at Balls-Pond, but owing to its being practically full they 
were obliged to seek a fresh resting-place for their dead, and in selecting the 
spot they had endeavoured to choose a site which would be acceptable to their 
' Christian brethren. This piece of land afforded special facilities for draining 
and was in every way suitable for the purpose required.—Mr. H. D. Davis the 
architect, was called, and stated that the land proposed to be taken was of a clay 
subsoil. He detailed the proposed mode of drainage, which would consist of 
pipes laid at a distance of 4ft. underground, and the water would flow off into 
a brook, which eventually found its way into the Brent. In cross examination 
Mr. Davis said that the cemetery, so far as he knew, was for the accommodation 
of the West London Synagogue only, and was not a speculation whereby 
bodies would be received from the Jewish community generally. At their old 
cemetery at Balls Pond they had never had a complaint of any sort, but there 
they drained into the main sewer.—Mr. W. Ambrose, Q.C., M.P. (for the 
Harrow Division, in which the land is situated), questioned the witness as to 
whether a drain laid to the depth of 4ft. would be a surface water drain within 
the meaning of the law, and whether the adjacent owners could not prevent 
them from draining into the brook ?—Mr. Ambrose: Do you think that an 
organic matter could find its way into the brook in sufficient quantities to be 
angerous to cattle drinking from the brook ?—Witness: No, certainly not.—

In the course of an interesting review of the Biblical legislation, it is pointed 
out that the great authority to which Jews can appeal in detence of such opinions 
is the Old Testament. “ This is Labour's great charter, the sympathetic friend 


and advocate of all who live by the sweat of their brow ; ever championing th 
cause of the poor, the weak and the oppressed; yet no respecter of persons, 
not even of the poor and the weak, when they are in the wrong—therefore an 
absolutely impartial tribunal to whom everyone, rich or poor, may appeal, « 
fident that he will receive strict justice.” 

Mr. Harris shows how the Talmud continues and develops the teachings of 
the Bible in its assertion of the dignity of manual labour, expatiates on t 
devotion of the Rabbinical sages to the arts and crafts. of their time, and 
remarks on the existence of Trades Unionism among the ancient Jews of 
Alexandria and Jerusalem. It was mediwval Europe which compelled the Jew 
to turn his back upon these ancient and honourable traditions. “It not only 
warned him off the land; it rigidly excluded him from trade-guilds, Hunted 


from every country, carrying his life in his hands, and his wealth, by which he 
often purchased the permission to live, about his person, he was driven out of 
the ranks of labour.and forced against his will to become a capitalist. 
Concluding his essay, Mr, Harris thinks that “it may yet take ccuturies to 
undo the effects of this violent and unnatural divorce from Lhe 1 
manual toil.’ “ Which side, therefore, Jews will take in the industrial conflict, 
which may last into the twentieth century, it is hard tosay.

THE HEBREW MANUSORIPTS AT THE BRITISH 
i MUSEUM. 


Descriptive List of the Hebrew and Samaritan MSS. in the British Museum. 


Edited by G, MarRGoLioutTn; printed by order of the Trustees of the 
British Re London, 1843" 


The British Museum possesses nearly 1,500 Hebrew MSS., but nothing like a 
catalogue has been published till the last few days. Zedner’s catalogue of the 
printed books is a classical work to be found in every Jewish library of any pre- 
tensions, but, except for Neubauer’s monumental catalogue of the Hebrew 
treasures of the Bodleian, England has been conspicuous for the truly insular 
reserve With which it has concealed its Jewish Manuscripts from the inquisitive 
literary dabbler. Dr. Neubauer has manfully done battle for our literature. The 
magnilicent publication by the French Government of the history of the Franco- 
Jewish writers of the 14th century, almost entirely the product of his erudition, 
is only one of his manifold achievements in this field. But he has the defect of 
his qualities ; he is too scholarly to guess, and his catalogue is tantalising for its 
avoidance of iaformation as to the date of the manuscripts he describes, and he 
does not tell us, because he assumes that we know, whether and when they have 
been printed and published. : 

It almost seems as though the British Government, in a spirit of not ignoble 
rivalry, felt that it should not be outdone by its neighbour on the other side of the 
Channel, and that the Ilebrow writera of manuscript have been elicited by the 
“Ecrivains Juifs.” Luckily, tho press mark “1893” suffices to leave the 
Jhauvinist Englishman to crow over our: own priority of intention, even though 
the formalities of sanction by a body of “Trustees” have deferred the actual 
publication uatil well into the first quarter of 1894. Even now the published book 
falls far short of a systematic catalogue ; it is only a hand-list of less than a 
hundred pages, with an index of titles and an index of authors, each comprising 
about 20 pages more. But the formal catalogue, which is eventually to supersede 
it, is now definitely promised by Mr. Douglas, the able Keeper of the Department 
of Oriental Printed Books and MSS., who is officially responsible for the work. 
Dr. Hoerning’s short descriptions in the many volumed general catalogue, which 
forms the inmost circle of the round Reading Room of which we are so 
proud, bave served as the basis for the entries of the Hebrew MSS., whilst the 
Editor, Mr. Margoliouth, has dealt with the Indices and the Samaritan MSS. 

This Hand-List, scrappy though it confessedly is, is full of tit-bits of 
invaluable information. Moreover, it is, in one respect, superior cven. to 
Neubauer's catalogue of the more importait collection which he has guarded 
s0 faithfully and so long. Lesser scholars rush in where angels fear to tread, 
and, accordingly, to every Museum Manuscript approximate dates are assigned. 
These are doubtless more or less, probably less, accurate, bat it is far more 
convenient that the student should be guided by the librarian’s authoritative 
estimate than that he should be put upon an enquiry which, in pine cises out 
of ten, he is quite incompetent to undertake. Bodley’s library is, of course, 
far and away superior in its Hebrew department to the British Museum. — It 
was originally more important, and it has béen kept up to date with rare 
discrimination and ability. Although the pecuniary means at its annual disposal 
are far too limited; it is still the finest Hebrew library in the world. But the 
British Museum is only second best, and a glimpse at the new Descriptive List 
will disclose many a priceless treasure, 

The oldest known MS. of the Pentateuch is to be found in Bloomsbury. 
It is Or. 4445, a vellum copy with vowel points, accents, and both Massoras, 
Karaite Manuscripts, mostly Biblical 
and Bible Commentaries, alone occupy over a dozen pages, and are almost as 
important as the famous Crimean collection at St. Petersburg ; some of them 
were written before the Norman Conquest. 

An MS. of the Pentateuch translated into German, but in Hebrew characters, 
is interesting as being one of the earliest literary examples of Yiddish. Itis 
supposed to be of the earlier part of tha 16th century, and it would be 
interesting to compare it with Luther's translation, and it might be of extraor- 
dinary importance if it proved a Jewish origin for the authorised German 
version. 
Ilebrew texts written in Arabic characters are common among the Karaite 
manuscripts, and would seein to justify ,the local prejudice at Cairo, which 
charges the Karaites there with having almost coalesced with their environment. 

The second part deals with Midrashim and Midrashic Discourses, and includes 
several numibers of the Midrash Hagadol of the 15th to 17th centuries, whic! 
have been no doubt collated by Mr. Schechter for his forthcomiog magnum opus. 

The third section is “ Talmud and Halakhah,” including a volume of eight 
Treatises of Moed of the 12th century (Harley, 5508), and various copies of the 
47D and PD which are so constantly met with, and the exact date of which can 
alwavs be ascertained from the specimen “ Get ” or “ Ketubah” they contain. 

The fourth comprises the large number of “ Liturgies ” possessed by the 
Museum. They include the Machzor of Africa (Barbary), Germany, Spain, Italy, 
Worms, Rome, Carpentras, Provence, Avignon, Algiers, Padua and Yemen. 
Many are on vellum, and some are of the 12th century ; a Karaite choral service 


in Hebrew written in Arabic character is as early as the 11th century. The 
rituals of Rome are the most frequent, doubtless because so many Englishmen 
used to go there aud carry away booty when it formed the objective of the 
Grand Tour, and I fear, because our coreligionists under the Popes were some- 
what venal. The Yemen MSS. areconspicuous for their lateness of date—1549, 
is the earliest inthe Museum, which in this respect is greatly inferior to several 
private collections even in England. The illuminated M737 for Passover are an 
interesting feature of the collection, but have already been described by Mr. Israel 
Abrahams, Add 27,205 contains a collection of Selichot according to the. 
German rite written in 1179. It is specially interesting because Folia 179 and 
18) are palimpsest, “ the underlying text being that of a Latin MS. of tho 10th 
century.’ What vistas of historic irony this opens up! Wecan imagine with 
what harmless glee the poor Hebrew scribs2, in whose ears p2rchauce, the 
crusaders’ clarion was even then resounding, obliterated the delicate hand- 
writing of some rotund monk who had fed and fasted when Charlemagne was 
still alive. 

The fifth part deals with “ Kabbalah,” a mystic region into which I will not 
venture to penetrate, registering, however, a mild protest at tho sweeping, but 
vague, description of MS. Harley 5532 as consisting of “ Various extracts from 
Ibn Ezra, the Zohar, etc.” Poor Ibn Ezra cannot be altogether acquitted of a 
leaning towards astrology, but it is rather hard upon him that he should be 
catalogued under * Kabbalah.” 

The sixth, and shortest section, is devoted to “ Ethics "—a rabric which 
includes so didactic a literature as that of Fable and Folklore. The fifteenth 
century copy on vellum, of the story of ‘“Barlaam and-Josafat,” the Hebrew 
“ Nazarite and King’s Son” (Or. 1485) is noteworthy in view of an approaching 
publication on the subject, but the unique “ Valley of the Vision of Abraham ben 
Jacob” (Add. 26963) is probably the most interesting of the series. 

Part VIL. catalogues of books on Philosophy. Here the Ibn Tibbons reign 
supreme, and Aristotle, Porphyry, and Maimonides are the most familiar names, 
and Ibn Ezra finds more appropriate quarters. History is unfortunately 
conspicuous by its absence. 

* Poetry” is a section alinost as short as “ Ethics,” not because the Jews are 
not poetical, any more than it is from want of morality that their titular contribu- 
tions to ethical! literature are so small, but because the subject overlaps into 
Ritual. Sacred hymnsare more common than joyous poems like those of O: 
4114, and David is their model rather than Anacreon. Moreover, the British 
Museum is poorly furnished in regard to Webrew poetry —it has not even asingle 
Diwan of any one of our great poets. 

The ninth, tenth and eleventh sections deal with purely scientitic subjects. 
Philology, Mathematics, Astronomy and Medicine may be abandoned to the 
specialist. But the twelfth, and last, is a-gort of omnibus section, dealing with 
miscellansous MSS. of the most varied character. Here we tind a Latin 
Polemical work by “Jacob Aben Amram the Jew,” who is supposed to ba none 
otier than cur own Menasseh ben Israel. Here we tind Rabbinical Responsa, 
Literary Correspondence, Bills of Divorce, Ethical Wills, and even a few 
MINS relating to marriages of London Jews prior to 1814, which may turn out 
to be of value in modern pedigree cases. Here, too, are Hebrew translations of 
Ovid's Metamorphoses and Josephus, and works on Logic and Alchemy, and 
‘ Rules against excess in Gaming,” &e., &c. 

A sort of Appendix is supplied, dealing with Samaritan Manuscripts (Torals, 
Rituals Amulets, &c.) and Pre-Expulsion Charters. The former are peirls in 
the eyes of the editor, but caviare to the general. Reg. 16 B. iii., however, 
supplies interesting matter for our new Historical Society. It contains inter alia 
a Hebrew letter addressed in 1671 by the Samaritans of Shechem to their sup- 
posed brethren in England. 

The thirty-two Charters are perhaps out of place in the Museum ; they belong 
to the Record Office, or Westminster Abbey, where, indeed, there are ever so 
much more complete series of them. The Cottonian MSS. may have been 
purloined from their official home by their sometime lordly owner; others may 
Lave been acquired through the lords of the manor whose titles they affected ; 
and some, perhaps, purchased from the descendants of the very Jews referred to 
in the countries of their exile. The MS. Lassdowne, Ch. 607—a Release by 
Miriam wife of Ursel ben R.Isaac to William, son of Rogerof Sous Walsham (?) 
of a claim to land at Norwich, is curious, because, out of eight Jewish witnesses 
mentioned, no less than four have the.same name as their father—LElias ben Elias, 
Jacob Ben R. Jacob, &c: Most of these Charters were exhibited at the Museum 
in connection with the Anglo-Jewish Historical Exhibition at the Albert Hall. 

The editor and his colleagues deserve every credit for tho manner in which 
this important little work has been compiled. It is highly creditable that in a 
book so full of Hebrew words, the errata should be so few. “wW” has been 
replaced by a NM” on page 15, but that is excusable, as the word in which the 
error occurs means “twilight.”

Tue Report of the Special Committee appointed to consider the matter of | 


the erection of a Synagogue in East London will be laid before the Council 
We have from the very incep- 
tion of the East End Scheme consistently placed in the full view of the 
community the ultimate issues which are really at stake. Now, on the eve 
of what may be the last stage in the prolonged preliminary discussion, we 
make one more appeal to all concerned (and who is not ?) that, looking East- 
ward, they will also look upward; and not low for little peculiarities of 
detail. The Special Committee have all but unanimously recommended 
the erection of the large synagogue on the site in Commercial Road, while 
Mr, Samvet Monraav, M.P. has presented a ‘‘ Minority Report,” dissenting 
both from the proposed size of the synagogue, and the site selected. Differ- 
ence of opinion may check the action of the community, but it cannot check 
the urgency of the need which the Scheme originally was designed to meet, 
That need has been growing by leaps and bounds. Necessity has grown into 
urgency, problem has developed into perplexity. The adherents of the special 
Committee's recommendations and any supporters of the “ Minority Report” 
need equally to bear this in mind. | 

The long delay has not been without lessons to both sides, which it 
would be folly to ignore. The Chevras have been on their trial, and have so 
vindicated their existence that the capital sentence for which their opponents 
in the United Synagogue had the black cap in readiness, cannot be enter- 
tained in the name of justice to the Chevras and to the community. They 
are centres of invaluable religious and philanthropic motive, and any blow at 
their autonomy would recoil upon the community. The Crier Rani, whose 
pastoral visitation of the Chevras has been an influence for good, has noted 
and appreciated the devotion oftheir worship and their usefulness as beacons 
which attract incoming foreign Jews to safe harbours. They have estab- 
lished their claim to be taken by the hand, not by the throat. They have the 
right to every consideration, but their best friends will be those who guide 
them to give also on their part the consideration they themselves desire. 
The poor of East London are, to say the least, as near to them as to the 
United Synagogue, and although the reasons given for the erection of a 
huge place of worship fail to convince, its supporters may yet ask, what 


can it matter if a synagogue intended to meet the requirements of the 


Hambro Congregation is built large enough to accommodate five hundred 
more of the thousands of worshippers who on High Festivals 
have nowhere to pray ? That there are vacancies in the city 


synagogues robs all meaning from the cry “the Chevras in danger,” 


for if a large synagogue will deplete the Chevras why have not the large 
synagogues hitherto depleted them? They have not and they will 
not. The Chevras will remain strong as they were, and there is-no reason 
why they need be apprehensive, because the United Synagogue in a locality 
which is certainly not that of the Great Synagogue will redeem their 
obligation to the members of the Hambro Synagogue. 

Much value is properly attached in the Report to that part of the 
Scheme relating to the proposal that the Beth Din shall meet in the very 
place in which the Jews do mostly congregate. Probably it will be found 
expedient also, should the Scheme be carried out, to arrange for daily meet- 
ings of the Beth Din. The Beth Hamedrash should be a centre of spiritual 
effort generally, where men may assemble to labour for the help of man as 


_ well as to pray for Gon's help ; where righteous men may learn to approach 


nearer to Gop by studying recondite human documents as well as musty 
tomes. It is desirable for many reason that the project for the establishment 
of the secular Institution—the ‘Jewish Toynbee”—further eastward 
should not be abandoned, but that is quite distinct from the scheme under 
consideration, and we should ran the danger of wrecking both projects by 
confusing one with the other in the public mind. Mr. Monraav, as the 
President of the Federation, will know that the members of that body 
have a strong desire for the removal of the Beth Hamedrash to 
Whitechapel, as well as for more frequent sittings of the Beth Din. 
It must be apparent that its removal to Mile End would be 
to place it far more inconveniently for the bulk of its clients than 
its present position in Duke's Place. There is one practical advantage in having 
the Beth Hamedrash adjoining the large synagogue : the early and late weekday 
services could be held in the oratory of that building, and thus the dreariness 
of a few worshippers meeting in a huge edifice will be avoided. But thes» 
and other details can well be left out of consideration for the moment. The 
Scheme has to be judged broadly on its general merits. Does it, or does it 
not, meet the want that is now pretty generally admitted to exist? If it 
does, and the proposed site is the.best available, then criticism of minor 
points may well be left to a later stage. 

The future of the new synagogue will depend not on the terms of 
any scheme in reference to it but on the spirit in which its erection is 
approache¢, It is not a question of bricks and mortar but of brotherly feeling, 
Eastward and upward thea let us turn together, with sense to see the common 
interests. The poor foreign Jew will have come to bless us indeed, if in 
his behalf we sink our differences and strike: no blows except such as wil] 
weld ali together into one great force for the advancement of the Jewish 
cause, 


THE EAST END SCHEME. 


The following is the full text of the Report of the Special Committee 
appointed by the Council of the United Synagogue on March 6th last, on the 
subject of the erection of the proposed Synagogue in East London, which will 
be considered at the meeting of the Council on Tuesday next. 

At a meeting of the Council held on March bth last, a Report and Recom- 
mendations of the Honorary Officers, on the subject of the re-erection of the 
Hambro’ Synagogue, and of other buildings in connection therewith, were sub- 
mitted, and it was resolved :— 

‘That a Special Committee be appointed to consider and report on the re-srection of 
the Hambro Synagogue, and that the Committee consistof the Right Honourable Lord 
Rothschild, Moieea. Conky Lucas, Benjamin L. Cohen, M P., D. Davis, H. A. Abrahams 
Noah Davi-, Maurice Hart, 8.Simons, 8. Montagu, M.P., A. Rosenfeld, E, Salomons, E 
Berg, and [. Weber.” 

The Special Committee have given careful attention to the important 
subject which was referred to them for consideration. The question of the 
condition of the Jews of East London, has, during the past nine years, been 
brought frequently under the notice of the Council. Several reports dealing 
in extenso with this intricate problem have been presented to the Council, and it 
is therefore unnecessary again to dwell at length on the causes which have led 
to the existing state of East End Jewry. By their legislation in the past, the 
Council have shown their anxiety to improve the religious, moral, and social 
status of the poorer classes, to bring the large foreign Jewish element in East 
London into close touch with the United Synagogue, and to draw them into the 
body politic of the Anglo-Jewish Uommunity, so as to prevent the formation of 
a community within a community. The problem which the Council have to 
solve is beset with many difficulties, and is moreover of paramount importance 
to the future welfare of the whole of the Anglo-Jewish community, The 
Special Committee feel that the Council should proceed without undue delay in 
promoting the objects of the East End Scheme. It is, however, with regret 
that the Special Committee have to report that the conclusions at which they 
have arrived with regard to the site, although come to by an overwhelming 
majority, was not wholly unanimous. A Minority Report of Mr. Montagu, 
een. | aes his reasons for differing from the Special Committee, is hereto 
appended. 

” The Special Committee agree with the Honorary Officers that the site in 
Commercial Road is most suitable for the re-erection of the Hambro’ 
Synagogue and its contemplated adjuncts. The plot of Jand in question has a 
frontage to Commercial Road, and frontages to three other streets. The total 
area is 19,500 feet, of which 9,800 feet (the Eastern Section) will be available 
for the purposes of the proposed Scheme. The original price asked for the 
freehold of the whole site was £14,300. Since, however, the matter was before 
the Council, the vendor has increased the purchase money to 215,00). The 
Special Committee feel very strongly that the increased price asked should not 
be paid, and their first recommendation to the Council is based on the strict 
understanding that £14,300 only—the sum originally agreed upon between Mr, 
N.S. Joseph and the vendor—shall be paid if the site is to be acquired. The 
Special Committee remind the Council that a lease of the western section 
consisting of old and very lofty warehouses is to be granted to the vendor at 
£450 per annum for eleven or twenty-one years, terminable at option of both 
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| if started separately. Another great advantage might result. The Mile Eod

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ANOTHER ASPEOT OF THE POOR. 


One night last week ere yet the Fast, and Feast of Esther had summoned 
many a religious, and a rejoicing gathering; and still in order to fitly com- 
memorate the annual celebration of the ancient Purim, if a little in 
advance, the fine scholastic looking Hall of the Free School held a quietly 
happy assembly. 

No scholars now, or children desirous of becoming useful and proficient 
glance from their books to greet us mutely. The books have given place to 
delicate nosegays of spring flowers; the hyacinth and lily tied to a little back- 
ground of maiden-hair, mixed with some other leafy setting. These tiny and 
elegant bouquets lie in sweet rowson the dark desks, strange and graceful 
commentaries of nature’s work on the intellectual tasks achieved by humanity. 
They are the special separate gift of one of the seven ladies who manage the 
Board of Guardians workroom to the industrious crowd now responding to a 
treat bestowed on them as an encouragement to their toil. 

So now it happens that the mothers and grandmothers are in the seats of 
the children, of the scholars, and very stirring and touching it is to observe the 
often placid and always contented countenances in their serene enjoyment. If 
they are not boisterous and demonstrative as the little ones with whose 

leasures they have for once exchanged, their quiet smiles, their civil manners 
ring a welcome and a recognition just as sincerely appreciated by their friends 
who planned the project. 

Every week a band of charitable helpers attend the workroom of the Board 
of Guardians, They cut out the work, which is then given to the women to 
make up. ‘l’o those who require instruction in plain needlework, patient teaching 
is added,so that the scheme is as practical,as it iskind, One hundred and ten poor 
women are thus employed by the Ladies’ Conjoint Visitation Committee and 
the number is composed entirely of widows; and those whose husbands are ill ; 
and of elderly single women, The entire list was invited to the tea in the 
Free School Hall on the evening of the 20th, but only ninety were present, 
for the remainder were prevented from accepting by sickness at home, 

Before the work is divided between these anxious claimants, they are visited 
in their own houses by the members of the Ladies Conjoint Committee, and 
from time to time such visits are repeated during the whole period that the 
women are occupied by the workroom. Many of those who are now excellent 
neediewomen have learnt all their craft at the weekly lessons given at the work- 
room, anda wonderfally encouraging result of such sincere, and unselfish exer- 
tion on their behalf is shown by the very great improvement in the quality of 
their toil by unskilled hands since the workroom was first opened. 

This Ladies Committee is a Committee likewise of the Board of Guardians, 
Its earnest endeavour reaches the very poorest class of elementary. strugglers 
who bravely try to ward off the inroads of sickness, and age, and loneliness, and 
to win some resistance against all these painful hindrances to their willing 
industry by the force of a feminine hand to hand fight with poverty and its 
train of recurrent hardships. 

But now the thimble is taken off, the needle put away, the garments are 
finished; and at ease from labour, clean, neat, with a demeanour visibly expressive 
of self-respect, and the dignity springing fromactive work, these brave supports of 
the failing man whom they love, with those who can only remember such love, 
and those solitary creatures who have neither experienced, nor can recall the 
happiness of such domestic ties, are the guests of the ladies par excellence ; and 
subdued and sober gaiety mark such an era of enjoyment, 

‘The entertainment of their poor adult pupils is arranged by generous unani- 
mity, Knough,and so much beyond enough has been ordered, that at the end 
of the feast one thoughtful warm heart, remembering the probability of some 
one at home, some husband, some child, some attached neighbour, gives a fine 
and tender touch to the whole. 

Paper bags are passed to every one, and in these paper bags everyone 
carefully stores the remains of her most ample meal to carry back with her. 


Chocolate, and a delightful and varied assortment of cakes, principally made 


after the German cookery book, form the repast, and they can have as much, 
and more than they can eat, and drink chocolate in the same proportion. Large 
boxes of sweets, oranges, and chocolate pvissons d’avril, are distributed at the 
finale, ‘They are received as gentlewomen, and as gentlewomen they behave, a 
complete absence of greed, competition, or criticism bring into conspicuous 
prominence the silent pleasure in thus being cared for; with one accord,calls to the 
tremulous lips, and the anxious eyes intent on avoiding anything rude, or 
grasping, or greedy. And it is noticeable that these qualities are not always 
avoided in far more brilliant gatherings than this. 

A good comradeship—to say fellowship might be a mistake in a concourse 
wholly limited to our widows and spinsters—exists between these, more or less 
urged by a like constraint to labour; and so sympathy links them together in a 
friendly, if a passive, fashion. 

The Rev. Morris Joseph, the only gentleman as it happoensin the pathetic 
muster speaks a few kind and pleasant words, when at last the tea (or chocolate) 
may be fairly said to be concluded, He tells them of the worthand nobility woman 
miy display in many practical matters, and how Qaeen Ksther’s example should

Jewish;working men should remember thatif it is noble to bea 
Jew, it is noblest to be a Jewish working man whose religion .is not the com- 
fortable faith that laughs back the smiles of Heaven, but the faith that sees 
the Father's willinthe hardest tasks set us to perform, Every day's honest 
work strengthens the foundations of the world, it is the working man who bears 
the world inhis strongarms. The strongest rocks guard the shore, and the best 
men must be those who, bearing the brunt of life’s hardships, strengthen 
and protect their fellows. Whether we are rich or poor, our life passes like a 
dream, and then, before the House of God where the only rank is 
virtue, he who has worked most for the world will wear the crown of glory. 
Working men should work for the ennobling of work and for the uplifting of 
the worker, avoiding as their worst enemies those who only workedin order 
that work should be avoided, God who asked us to love Him with all our 
heart and with all our soul, had asked us to love Him“ with all our might.” 
That was the mission of the working man for God and the world, and the 
Jewish toiler who made it the guide of his life, crowned the magnificent mission 
of his race and creed with the very bighest and best of all possible achieve-

I should like to ask whether the Jew of the present day has grown calloy, 
in the matter of Religious Education, whether circumstances vitally af acting 
Judaism itself have lost all charm for him, or whether the English Jew wishes 
to earn for himself a doubtful reputation by repudiating those obligations 
regarding the Hebrew and Religious Educatioa of the poorer children of the 
community, which are cheerfully and liberally discharged in perhaps every 
Jewish community throughout Earop:? sh like to kaow whether those 
very enthusiastic brethren of ours are doing their daty towards this Assosia. 
tion, who are continually crying out that in England Hebrew is not studied as 
it should be, and that Religious Instruction does not receive sufficient atiention 
in the curriculum of stady. Surely the Jew need not be reminded of the 
sanctity of education. The Midrash, in commenting upon the words of Isaiah. 
ascribes to education a Divine character, remarking that “God Himself is 
engaged in watching over the interests and superintending the instruction of 
schoo] children.”” Would it be pardonable if, through apathy or any other 
eause. the forecast would come true, that all the classes of tha Association will 
be discontinued for a longer or shorter period ’ Our sages tell us: “ Jerusalem 
was only destroyed when schools and school children ceased to exist therein”; 
and surely we will not allow the shameful reproach to be raised against us that, 
through our own neglect, we have helped to destroy the foundations of Hebrew 
learning and Jewish education which ought to be firmly planted in the hearts of 
the rising generation, whether of the richer or the poorer section of the com- 
munity. The state of affairs which we have to face is, indeed, grave; it were 
sai enough if the question turned upon the closing of one or more of the 
classes, but the situation is infinitely more serious now that the very existenc: 
of the Association is threatened. The financial condition of tha Association 14 
clear; and so is the duty of the commanity. It must come to the rescue, if it 
wishes the Association to live. I would add these my feeble words to those of 
the Honorary Oficers, and appeal to you this day to allow my remarks upon 
this subject to sink deep into your hearts and influence your Sabbith thoughts, 
and to allow me to be the humble expounder of the wants and difficulties whieh 
hamper one of our chief edacational organisations, the ery concerning which 
issues “ from the mouths of the young ones and infants” of our p>orer brethren.

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BOOKS AND BOOKMEN. 


The ninth part of the Hebrew Letters of S.D. Luzzatto (0-4 AVS, 
Krakau, 1894), completes the collection. That the editor, Isaac Griiber, has 
included much that was trivial and hardly worthy of preservation goes without 
saying. When a man’s letters run to 1,420 pages of print, there must be a cer- 
tain amount of inferior material. There is besides a good deal of contradiction 
and even of pettiness in many of the contents of this volume. It was not 
friendly to Luzzatto to print all that is here contained. Yet, when we come to 
details, it would be hard to point definitely to any of Luzzatto’s letters which 
There are now full materials 
for a comprehensive life of the famous Italian Hebrew scholar, and it would be 
worth the while of one of our younger scholars to piece together a complete 
picture from the stray lights so numerously cast in the volames of which the 
last now lies before me, 


The printing of these letters has not gone on without serious interruption, 
The edition began quite ten years ago. Professor Kauffmann affixed to the fifth 
volume a German summary. But the work hung fire. The sons of Luzzatto 
were obviously a little dubious as to the advisability of printing so large a 
mass of their father’s correspondence, ‘I'he reading public, it must be admitted, 
had had almost enough ofa good thing. Still, it was finally decided to proceed 
with the work, and S. Chayim Isaac Castiliano was commissioned to prepare 
four more volumes for the press, ‘The present volume is somewhat carelessly 
printed, and has a fair crop of errata, None of.these, however, is at all dis- 
turbing, and the type used would have pleased Luzzatto himself, who, in several 
of the letters before us, pathetically laments the trials to which his eyesight 
was subjected by reading indistinct MSS, and badly printed books, 


It isonly open to me here to give afew jottings from the last part of these 
letters, jottings of points that particularly stuck me as I turned over the pages, 
We find Luzzatto (p. 125) reading portions of Baer’s then new Commentary on 
the Yotseroth on the days on which the Piyutim formed part of the service—a 
capital habit forcritics. Luzzatto (p. 1253) encourages Moise Porto, of Vienna, 
to persevere in his attempts to write Hebrew, “ the language which binds 
together all generations of Jews, past and to come.’ He refuses to believe 
that any of the Psalms were as late as the Maccabean age, but naturally declines 
to accept the fraudulent antiquity assigned to the Zohar, “ lam,” he says on page 
1405, “ an old fogey in the eyes of the newer critics, and a heretic in the eyes 
of the Old School ”’ the usual fate of the moderate and cautious scholars, He 
laments very frequently the growth of rationalism among the Jews,and com- 
plains (p, 1377) that Zunz did not believe in the Inspiration of the Bible. 


Spinoza was Luzzatto’s pet aversion, and he saw with much indignation the 


favour with which Jewish scholars were coming to regard the Amsterdam 
philosopher's Pantheistic heresies, 


The letters of most lasting value are those on Jonah Ibn Janach and 
Charisi’s Zachkemoni, These, however, have béen read by everyone before, and 
thus I may reserve my space for more trivial points. Luzzatto writes to Graetz 
in 1855 (p. 1274) justifying the type used in the former’s Commentary on Isaiah. 
“ You say that 1 ought to have used square type so that Christian scholars might be 
able to read my remarks, But did I writefor any but Jews? God forbid! 
My aim is not to move any man from the faith of his fathers, If a Christian 
believes that the seventh chapter of Isaiah, verse 14, refers to the Virgin Mary, 
I have no desire to controvert his view. NordoI wish to argue with the modern 
critics, We have no fundamental basis in common ; how, then, shall I reason 
with them? My own aim was to serve believers of my own religion, to help 
them to understand Isaiah without having recourse to heretical commentaries 
and false prophets.”’ 


It is clear from numerous allusions in the letters that Luzzatto, during the 
last ten years of his life, (he died in 1865), was a martyr alike to physical 
sufferings and nervous irritability. He grumbles that too many people write to 
him and send him books: he grumbles when they do not write or send him 
publications, And of course he was right under both circumstances. We all 
like to be in the swim, though the wind and waves sometimes are a little too 
strong for us, The infinite pains that he took with his correspondents is very 
astonishing, He writes e.g. to Landshuth (p. 1286) to tell him that he has 
(author of the O'IN~«D) from his excellent 
Amude Arodah, In the same letter he complains of the treatment he received 
from German scholars. He would send them piyutim to print, and they would 
use them for their own purposes, omitting to publish them. <A few days 
later, he blames Dr. Kaempf for spelling Spain in Hebrew Spharad instead of 
Sepharad. Wuzzatto was a great stickler for due respect to the Sheva and the 
Dagesh (cf, pp, 1324 and 1358). A little later, again, he sends to Graetz some 
valuable notes on the dates of the Responses of the Geonim. 

“ Judaism without a belief in Revelation and the divine origin of the Law 
is impossible,” writes Luzzatto (p. 1333) to L. Silbermann in 1858. Therefore 
whoever has at heart the permanence of Judaism, must do his best to oust from 
the pulpit and the teacher's chair those who deny the literal truth of the Biblical 
miracles, This is a hard saying; let us pass on. In 1859 (p, 1350) Luzzatto was 
anxious to write an introduction to the German Machsor, on the same lines a3 
his well-known preface to the Roman Rite. This intention was, I believe, 
never fulfilled. He was too busily occupied with his Italian translation of the 
Pentateuch, over which he expended (see page 1354) an immense amount of 
labour, The same year was a troubled one for Italy ; wars and perfidious 
surrenders falling to the lot of the long-suffering Italians. Luzzatto writes 
with feeling on the subject to Vienna (p. 1357) and sighs that the 3)D7 pon 


(Bonaparte) had been a very evil portion for his countrymen. 

I have given, perhaps, an excessive amount of space to Luzzatto. But I 
have a kindness for him. He is so much more human than his greatest contem. 
porary, Zunz. The latter's interest in the Jewish liturgy was quite a different

one to Luzzatto’s, Zunz,in spite of his poetical and fine sentimental flights, 
thought of the piyutim as so many literary products. Luzzatto heard in them 
so many heart-sobs,so many gleeful eulogies from their composers, Oh! that 


Luzzatto had dissipated his energies less, and had concentrated them on a great 
liturgical work, 


The following works ought to be named here: (1). E. Rupprecht, “ Der 
Pseudodaniel und Pseudojesaja” (Erlangen, 1894), a defence of orthodox 
Christian belief against modern Old Testament criticism; (2), 8. Oettli, 
“ Deuteronium, Josua und Buch der Richter” (Manich, 1893) ; (3), Ch. Huyge, 
‘La chronologie des livres d’Esdras et Néhémie” (Paris, 1803); (4) Another 
essay on the same period of Old Testament Chronology is B. Neteler’s “* Stellung 
des altt. Zeitrechnung i.d. altor. Geschichte, (Miinster, 18)4) ; (5), K. Niebuhr, 
“Geschichte des hebriiischen Zeitalters” (Berlin, 18)4); (6), E. Kautzsch, 
“ Mittheilung iiber eine alte Handschrift des Targum3 Oakelos (Codex Socini 
84), Halle, 1893 : and (7), also of interest to students of the Targum, though in 
quite another way, A. W. Greenup’s translation into English of “ The ‘Targum 
of the Book of Lamentations ” (Sheffield, 1803). 

Among the contents of the April number of the Jewish Quarterly Review 
will be an article entitled “ First Impressions of Paul,” by Mr. C. G. Montefiore. 
This will be a further instalment of Mr, Montefiore’s contribution to the study 
of the New Testament. These studies are exciting a very wide interest in 
theological circles. Mr. Schechter’s “Some Aspects of Rabbinic Theology” 
also commence in the same number. The learned element is not wanting, fora 


most valuable if technical essay by Dr. Rosin gives weight to the new issue of 
the Review. 


I do not know whether I mentioned in this column Dr. A. Ackermann’s 
laborious book on “ Die hermeneutische Elemente der biblischen Accentuation ’ 
(Berlin, 8. Calvary and Co., 1893), Dr. Friedliinder’s article on the origin of 
the forms of the vowel points, is due in an early number of the Monatsschrift, 
His analysis of the contents of the Songs of Songs will appear in the Jewish 
Vuarterly Review for July. In the same number, Professor Kaufmann will have 
an account of some Anglo-Jewish Rabbis of the pre-expulsion period, 


The first part of P. Le Page Renouf’s paper on “ Where was Tarshish ?’ 
(Proc, Soc. Bibl, Archzeology xvi., 4) is devoted to an examination of the identi- 
fication of Tarshish with Tartessus. Mr. Renouf’s verdict is unfavour- 
able to this identification, The same publication of the Society contains the

I have now seen the //a-asif for 18)4, and canfully recommend it. Perhaps 
a little inferior in value to the former volumes, it nevertheless crowds a vast 
mass of readable and various matter into its pages.

The J/a-asif ought to be better supported. It can be obtained of N. Sokolow 
Warsaw. Yet, if it is to become firmly established, it must contain more

A remarkable and almost unprecedented success has attended the publi- 
cation of the lst volume (“ The Tempest’’) of the new Temple Shakespeare - 
recently edited by Mr. Israel Gollancz. The first edition of 7,500 copies was 
practically gonea fortnight after its appearance, and preparations are already 
being made fora 2nd edition. Mr. Gollancz will issue the entire series in 4) 
volumes, the last containing general characteristics of Shakespeare and forming 
an introduction to the study of the poet. Apart from the fact that it is most 
praiseworthy on the part of a coreligionist to edit the works of an author so 
deeply imbued with the spirit of the Bible, there are, as in several of the other 
plays, even in “ The Tempest ” many special points of interest to the Jewish 
student of literature and folk-lore, But more of this on another occasion.

ANTI-SEM(TISM IN THE OOURT OF JUSTICE. 


[FROM OUR BERLIN CORRESPONDENT. | 


A cause célébre occupied the Berlin Court of Justice from March 12th to 
March 17th. The Finance Miaister Miguel brought an action for libel against 
the anti-Semites Plack-Podgarski and Schweinhagen, who have already often 
suffered imprisonment. They are accused of having publicly declared that 
Finance Minister Miquel “ was at the head of the Jewish Company for ruling 
the State, and that he had acted a3 the agent of financial Judaism.” 

The libel wa3 contained in a pamphlet by Back, entitled * Pharisees and 
Hypocrites,” which was immediately confiscated on its appearance in 183. 

Ludwig Schweinhagen’s insults went even further. He maintained, at anti- 
Semitic meetings, that at the beginning of the seventies a Jewish Society existed 
for ruling the State by Dr. Miquel. The latter was the confidant of the Alliance 
Israélite, for Miquel, whose name ought to be pronounced “Miguel,” was descended 
from Portuguese Jews, and he was only an assistant of Rothschild and 
Bleichréder, 

At the trial Dr. Miquel and the former Minister Maybach were called as 
witnesses, and it was proved that all the livels and accusations were absolutely 
false and without foundation. The Court sentenced Plack to one year and nine 
months’ imprisonment and Schweinhagen to one year’s imprisonment. 

This condemnation is all the more remarkable, as Plack provided Ahlwardt 
with the material for his speech in the Reichstag, which gave rise to Ablwardt’s 
documents being examined. The sentence has shown to. the whole nation 
clearly what the character of the anti-Samite is, they set the nation against the 
Jews by statements of which not one word is true. 

But what do the anti-Semites do now? They endeavour to thrust Plack. 
and Schweinhagen from them, and maintain that “ they were never anti-Semites.” 
Still another falsehood, believed by no one. |
